After mailing the elitorial letter of last weok
from the Saltzman House, in the Jolin Day Val-
ey, we retined early to rest. After o dreamless
sleep, we were ready to mount the Thursday

Mr. I. N, sargent, the leading mnn of the vil-
lage, and proprictor of the aforesuid hotel, post
office and store, weleomed us in the hospitable
manner peculianr to the eountry, and ushered us
into the cheery presence of his amianble wife, who
informed ns that & wedding was in progress, and
our help was needed to arrange the deapery of the
bride. In o little while all was resdy, and the
groom-vloct, an honest young rancheman from
Baker county, led forth the bride, who was lovely
to look upon in her flosting vell and snowy ur.gn;:‘u
blossom=, and Elder Rowe, whoe had halted by the
way for the purpo=¢, proogeded Lo 1-r-1nr-‘um-|-
Frunk Hundsaker and Fanny Sargent hushaod
and wife. The wedding was u private aflair, only
the parents of the high contracting pirties and
half a dozen invited guests besides ourself and the
stage driver heing present.  Buot the ocension was
all the more enjoyable becnuse of jis simplicity.
In a little while we all sat down to 8 sumptuous
fenst, and the afternoon was spent in neighborly
chit-chat and the friendly interchange of views
upon many widely different toples,

Where the crowid eame from that attendsd the
leeture in the evening, was hand to conjecture;
but it was promptly on hand, and 0 more respect-
ful and attentive auditory we have never had,
Ranche-men and ranche-women were there, the
former roughly and warmly clad and fully
equipped for the stock business, and the latter, for
the maost part, pale and anxious-visaged, and ap-
parently in need of the ducking overcoats and fur-
lined boots that made the men comfortable and
kept them warm and jolly. When frontier men
and women learn that women must elothe them-
selves ug warmly as men do, there will be far less
of ill heslth and mortality among pioneer farmers’
wives than now. The interest in our work was
respectful and demonstrative, and the women
were much eneouraged by the favorable opinions

of their husbands relative to their inallenable
ﬂg’hlﬂ. .

After the lecture, the “boys,"” as men of all ages
are called on the road, to the number of a couple
of dozen, began to tune themselves up around the
freight wagons and camp-fires for the duleet har-
monies of u grand charivari. The newly-married
couple {ook the hint, and, disguising themselves,
departed in a hack for the house of & neighbor,
several miles awny. It was hardly nine o'clock
before the fun began. And such fun?! The “boys"
threw stones at the house, and fired blank cart-

in silence, others toved idly with the discordant
bells amd =aid nothing, and others asked ques-
tions incredulousliy, After being  repeatedly ns-
sured thiat their game wis gone, they felt that
their musie had been made in vain : but we begpred
them to believe it was all right.

An ex-
cellont dinner and o pleasant clint with this gen-
tlemnn and hos enternrisines wife, bath of whom
are good Woman Suffmeists) prepnred us for the
next ride of o dozen miles to our next appoint-
ment,

spanish Guleh is a noted mining eamp, situated
hizh up in the John Day Valley—if that may be
called a valley which is compasad of alternate
stretehies of mountains, with only tdeep gulehes
hetweeti. Here are three prosperotis mining
elanims, where men are engaged in Summer in
separching through the suriferons rocks with hy-
dranlic rams in gquest of yellow ore. At present
the mines nre idle, owing to the searcity of waler,
but the =nmmer yield has been a good one, and
the prospects for the eoming year are flattering.
We reached the village at nightfall, after having
been cheered in the afternoon by information ten-
dered by the returning <tage driver, that the sta-
tion-Keeper and landlord of the one hotel conldn’t
keep us over night on account of a rush of travel,
But we scented the breath of Jacksonville in the
story, and pushed confidently on, well knowing
there was nothing bat a little opposition ahead in
the shupe of man's rights bulldosing,  (We'd nse
| a better word if there were one; but langusge-
'making isn't our forte, and there's no other that
| will do the subject justies,)

Arriving at the station, we found, as we ex-
pected, that the landlord had deawn upon his
| imagination for his fucts about the “rush of
i travel. But we were n:»t without friends, ns the
sequel proved, for Mrs. Kerns, s bright, intelligent
| lady from East Portiand, whose hushand, Samuel
| Kerns, Esq., is largely engaged in mining here,

where we were soon enjoying a hearty welcome
and a hospitable board. The station-keeper and
landlord had “smothered our bills in eommittee,”
aund there was no lecture announced, But the
amiable schoolma’am, Miss Marshall,- of Linn
county, who boards with Mrs. Kerns, had the
school-house warm and in order, and the little
children soon spread the news of our coming.  All
the ladies of the place (except the wife of the
station-keeper) and all their bright and rosy chil-
dren, with two or three gentlemen, were soon as-
sembled at the sehool-room, and we had a grand
good time, We hope the station-keeper will read
his good wile's New NorTHWEST during the
coming year, and learn therefrom that women
who want their rights are making no raid upon
his domestic felicity or that of any other man,
It is only ignoranee, fostered by prejudice, that
ever leads any well-intentioned man to oppose the

enfranchisement of women or mistreat its advo-
cates,

| took the name of Cleapntra’s Naadle, so= the

eatized it to be trunsperted trom Hadic ‘
City of the Sun, to Alexanddrin. Cleopatra lived
]| about the time of Christ, but the obelisk had theo
| been standing fiftecn howdred yveurs, It was s
| thousand and five hundred yveursold at Cleopatrss
\ birth. Although I8 ercction was not due to Cles-
| patra, another more ancient, more powoerful (jirees
|llmn she eaused it to be hewn from its quarn
covered with hieroglyphics, and set before n tem-
ple in that olden eity of temples, Heliope-
lis. Cleopatra was of Greek origin, a Maolemy
but Queen Hatasu, to whom the obelisk is due
| was a Pharaoh of the cighteenth dynasty, sl one
of the wisest and wmost powerful monarehs that
ever reigned over Foypt. Herms was the golden
| art age of Feyvpt, when the whole country was
adorned with finest sculpture.

Eaypt possessed severnl distinet periodsof arehi
tecture, known as the pyramid perlogd, the t anpls
period, amd the obelisk period, The abelisk period

continued for fifteen handred years, but was ut ite

leulmination daring the reign of Hatasg  The twae
largest obeli=ks ever el from 2 single stodic were

those erceted by Hatosn hefare the Diviee (1t of
Karnnk, the most magnificent temple in Thebes
in honor of the god Amun-Ra,  They were of e
rose-colored Syene granite, nincty-fonr feer su
height, the tops broad enough for o bundrsd mes
to stand upon, and were ornnmented by pyramios
of zold made from the spail of captured enenles
Eighteen figures of life-size were seulptured upor
cach, aud so exquisitely done that it resembles ths
finest intaglios of the Greeks rather than soulpr
ture. No tools known to moderns are caynble of
doing such work to-day, One of them is still
standing where first erected three thousund five
hundred _\'.-nr»' ago, and still bewrs recend to the
world that it was erected in the sixteenth year of
Hautasn’s reign. 'The quarries from whenes they
P weoere ironeht wore 21 hundmied vndlie Feors TG00 -

Modern s¢ience, with all its boasted sdvancement
Feonld not to=day ent such monuments as these or
| mave them into place. These two obelicks are
| very much larger than Cleopatra’s Needle pre-

sented to the United States by the Khedive. This
| needle, which must be remembered us also dating
| back to Hatusa's reign, is seventy feet square ai
the base, five feet three Inches on top, and weighs
- two hundred tons, Tt s in as perfoct condition as
the day it left the quarry, a thousanil five hundred
years before Christ. It is a monument that has
been conspicuous in history for ages, not ouly for
the fifteen hundred years it did duty as a religiows
'monument in the Uity of the Sun, bhut for the
| nineteen hundred years it stood by the ses in tha
| eity built by Alexander the Great, until now, um
! wrecked by time, <olid and unbroken, but browa
from the storms of pearly four thoasand years, it
has been bronght to adorn the proudest city of the
new workd.

At the time this obelisk wis hewn, not only wae
| the throne of Egypt oceupied by a powerful queen,
but women over the whole land were on an equsl-
ity with men, They entered the professions, were
priests and physicians, “the medicines of the
daughters of Egypt™ being mentioned by the
prophet Jeremiah., A gueen of Fgypt, Aleandra
wife of Polybius, gave to Helen of Troy the fanous
| potion Nepenthes, which was said to cure sor
row and render a person inscusible to pain
Women taught in temples of learning, woman's
colleges abounding., Tn one of these Moses re
| ceived hiz training. The women of Fegypt wers
engaged in commeree and manufactures, althougk
the men chiefly wove, and Herodotus paints the
latter as sitting in the house at work while their
wives traded in the markets. Every position opes
to man in Egypt was also open te woman, and
now that we shall have thi= obelisk of forty contu-
ries looking down upon us, we hope the inspirs
tion of its presence, the message of equality it ear
ries, and its record of woman's power In the past,
will be to the men of our country a constant ne
minder of woman's inegnality here, Over Tiw
door of the Egyptian Pavilion at the Centennial

ixposition was this inseription: “The Oldest Na-
tion in the World to the Youngest.” May this
monument of the oldest nation in the world ba s
constant reminder to the youngest that rights are
not of sex, but belong to humanity.

The passage of the Woman Suffrage resolution
by the last Legislalure has given an impetus to the
cause, and before another Legislature assembles
the question will be thoroughly agitated.
